JULY 


Winter on the Farm — Boxford, Massachusetts 

An old New England barn is framed in the tracer)' of this young tree. Through 
the middle of this snowscape runs a brook, its banks beribboned with the 
shadows of overhead branches. 


FEBRUARY 

The House of Seven Gables — Salem, Massachusetts 

No house in New England is better known than this one, immortalized by 
Nathaniel Hawthorne’s unforgettable romance. It was built in 1668 by Captain 
John Turner. Hawthorne’s spinster cousin, Susan Ingersoll, lived in the house in 
later years, and he was one of the few men allowed across its threshold. 

MARCH 

Nubble Light — York, Maine 

This stark, clean-cut subject will always be a favorite with artists, photographers, 
and inlanders. The light is situated on a large rock just a stone’s throw from 
the mainland. 


APRIL 

The Minute Man — Concord, Massachusetts 

This celebrated statue stands guard over the “rude bridge” across the Concord 
River, an inspiring reminder of the events of April 19, 1775. This was the first 
important work of Daniel Chester French, one of America’s greatest sculptors. 

MAY 

The Buckman Tavern — Lexington, Massachusetts 

This hip-roofed tavern adjoining the Battle Green was the gathering place of the 
minute-men on the fateful morning of April 19, 1775. Paul Revere watched the 
arrival of the British troops from a bedroom window. The Buckman Tavern was 
built in 1690 and remains in line condition. 


JUNE 

Ribs of a Future Fishing Boat — Essex, Massachusetts 

The shipyards in this low-lying town are some of the oldest in the country, dating 
back almost three hundred years. It is a quiet place to build ships for the Glou¬ 
cester fleet, far from the confusion of a seaport. 


The Moffatt-Ladd House — Portsmouth, New Hampshire 

The spacious hall and regal stairway in this house typify the graceful way of life 
enjoyed by New England’s retired sea captains. The mansion was built in 1763 
by Captain John Moffatt and is said to be a copy of his boyhood home in Hert¬ 
fordshire. 


AUGUST 

The Old North Church — Boston, Massachusetts 

This slender belfry is immortalized by Longfellow’s lines: “One if by land and 
two if by sea, and I on the opposite shore will be.” The church was built in 1723 
and shows the influence of Sir Christopher Wren. In the foreground is a bronze 
equestrian statue of Paul Revere. 

SEPTEMBER 

The Birthplace of Calvin Coolidge — Plymouth, Vermont 

This severe and unpretentious house in a Vermont hamlet has been a point of 
pilgrimage for thousands of admirers of New England’s most recent President of 
the United States. The building also serves as a general store. 

OCTOBER 

Harvest Time — Rowley, Massachusetts 

New England farms are smaller in scale than those of the west. On this sultry, 
Indian summer day, the farm buildings and carts seem drowsy and unconcerned 
about the harvest problem. 


NOVEMBER 

Interior of Christ Church — Cambridge, Massachusetts 

Famous people have worshipped in this noble church, notably George and Martha 
Washington on New Year’s Eve 1775. It was built in 1761 and is more elaborate 
than its simple exterior would suggest. The window shutters are installed on the 
inside. 


DECEMBER 

Cottage in Midwinter — Ipswich, Massachusetts 

An unsymmetrical gambrel-roofed cottage crowns this Ipswich hillside and de¬ 
velops two fringes of icicles under the pale heart of the afternoon sun. 
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
